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Time — displays the date, month, 
year, and time in 12- or 24-hour 
format. 

8-Digit Caicuiator — performs 
memory and percent calculations 
as well as standard arithmetic op- 
erations. 

Automatic Power-Off — automat- 
ically turns off to conserve battery 
power if you do not press a button 
for 2-3 minutes. 

Metric Converter — lets you per- 
form conversions to and from met- 
ric measurements. 
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Alarm Clock — sounds at a time 
you set to remind you of a daily 
event (such as a meeting). 
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A QUICK LOOK AT 
THE TRANSLATOR 



Numeric and 
Mathematical 
Function Keys 


ON/OFF — turns power on and off 
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MODE — press to choose a func- 
tion (such as calculator) 

TRAN (translate) — press to 
choose between translating a word 
or a phrase 

ALT — press to capitalize a letter 

EDIT — press to enter the correct 
time/date and to enter a currency 
conversion factor 

SPACE — press to enter a space 

ENTER — press to store informa- 
tion 

DEL (0) — press to delete charac- 
ters to the left of the cursor and to 
enter the number zero 
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Q (ENG) (English) — press to type 
the letter Q or translate to/from En- 
glish 

W (FRE) (French) — press to type 
the letter W or translate to/from 
French 

E (GER) (German) — press to type 
the letter E or translate to/from 
German 

R (SPA) (Spanish) — press to type 
the letter R or translate to/from 
Spanish 

. (SYM) (symbol) — press to enter 
a period and other grammatical 
symbols (when used with ALT) 
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OPERATION 


Note: Before you can use the 
translator, you must remove the 
protective insulation slip from in- 
side the battery compartment. 
Grasp the slip between your thumb 
and forefinger and gently pull it out. 


TURNING POWER ON 
AND OFF 


To turn on the translator, press ON/ 
OFF. To turn it off, press ON/OFF 
again. 
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To save battery power, the transla- 
tor will automatically turn off if you 
do not press a key for 2-3 minutes. 


TRANSLATING A 
WORD 


1. Press TRAN so *TRANSLA- 
TOR* appears, then press 
ENTER. 


2. Repeatedly press i or ► to 
select the language you want 
to translate from. 
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3. Enter the word you want to 
translate, then press ENTER. 

4. Press the button for the lan- 
guage you want to translate 
the word to. 


For example, to translate the 
word “go” from English to 
French, type GO, press 
ENTER, then FRE. aller 
appears. 


Notes: 


• To enter a symbol, press ALT, 
then repeatedly press SYM (.) 
until the desired symbol 
appears. 
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• To enter a capital letter or a 
special character, press ALT 
then press the corresponding 
letter (press ALT, then A four 
times to enter a, for example). 

• If the word you entered is not 
in the translator’s dictionary, 
the next closest word in spell- 
ing appears. For example, if 
you enter ASD, ash appears. 

• If you are not sure of the spell- 
ing of the word you want to 
translate, enter as much as 
you know and then repeatedly 
press or ▼ to scroll to the 
word. 
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• If the translated word is more 
than 12 characters, repeatedly 
press i or ► to view the last 
or first part of the word. 


CORRECTING AN 
ENTRY 


To delete characters, press i or 
► to position the cursor as de- 
sired, then repeatedly press DEL 
(0). The translator deletes charac- 
ters above the cursor. 
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If you have already pressed the 
button for the language you want 
to translate to (FRE, for example), 
press ENTER and the desired lan- 
guage again. 


TRANSLATING A 
PHRASE 


There are four categories of phras- 
es for each language — general, 
automobile, travel, and emergen- 
cy. Each category contains 137 dif- 
ferent phrases. 
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Follow these steps to translate a 
phrase. 


1. Repeatedly press TRAN until 
*TRANSLATOR* appears. 
Then press ENTER. The last 
language chosen appears. 


2. Press i or ► to choose the 
language you want to trans- 
late the phrase from. 


3. Press TRAN so * PHRASE* 
appears, then press ENTER. 

4. Repeatedly press ^ or ▼ to 
select the desired category 

(GENERAL, AUTO-MOBILE, 
TRAVEL, or EMERGENCY).

5. Press ENTER. The first built-in 
phrase appears on the display. 

For example, the phrase “air- 
line” appears when you 
choose English as the lan- 
guage and TRAVEL as the 
phrase category. 

6. Repeatedly press or ▼ 
to scroll through the phrases. 

7. With the desired phrase 
selected, press the button for 
the language you want to 
translate to (FRE, for exam- 
ple). 
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If the display does not show 
the complete phrase, press 
i or ► to view the last or first 
part of the phrase. 


SETTING THE CLOCK 


1. Repeatedly press MODE until 
you see the clock or date dis- 
play. 


2. Press EDIT. The year, month, 
and day appear. 

3. Repeatedly press i or ► to 
move the cursor under any 
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one of the year, month, or day 
digits. 

4. Repeatedly press or hold 
down or ▼ to change the 
date. 

5. Press ENTER. The day and 
time appear. 

6. Repeatedly press ^ or ►to 
move the cursor under the day 
of the week, the hour, or the 
minute digits. 

7. Repeatedly press or hold 
down or ▼ to set the hour 
and minute digits. 
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Note: Press 12/24 (SPACE) to 
select between the 12- and 
24-hour format. If you selected 
the 12-hour format, A appears 
during AM hours, while P 
appears during PM hours. 


8. Press ENTER to store the set- 
ting. 


USING THE ALARM 

You can use the translator to set 
an alarm to remind you of a daily 
event (such as a meeting, for ex- 
ample). 
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At the set time, the alarm sounds 
for about one minute. If the transla- 
tor is off at the set alarm time, the 
translator turns on, displays the 
alarm time, and sounds. Press any 
key to silence the alarm. 


Setting the Alarm Time 


1. Repeatedly press MODE until 
you see ALM. 

2. Press EDIT. 

3. Repeatedly press i or ► to 
move the cursor to the hour 
and minute digits. 
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4 . Repeatedly press or hold 
down or ▼to set the hours 
and minutes. 


5. Press ENTER to store the 
alarm setting. 


Note: If you selected the 12- 
hour time format, AM appears 
as A and PM appears as P. 
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Turning the Alarm On and 
Off 


To turn on the alarm, press B/^. 
The alarm icon (^) appears. 


To turn off the alarm so it does not 
sound, press B/^ so the alarm 
icon (^) disappears. 
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SPECIAL 

FEATURES 


USING THE 
CALCULATOR 


You can use the organizer to per- 
form basic calculations. Use the 
calculator function as you would 
any other mathematical calculator. 


To use the calculator, repeatedly 
press MODE until *CALCULA- 
TOR* appears. Then press EN- 
TER. 0 . appears. 
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The following keys function only in 
the calculator mode. 

• CE (X) — cancels the last 
entry 

• AC (Z) — clears all entries 

• +/- (N) — toggles between 
positive and negative value 

Notes: 

• To enter a negative value, 
enter the number then press 
+/-. 
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• E appears on the display if the 
result of a calculation exceeds 
8 digits, or if you try to divide 
by 0. If E appears, press CE or 
AC to clear the display.

CONVERSIONS 


Setting the Exchange Rate 


You can use the translator to con- 
vert between currencies (if you 
know the exchange rate). 
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The translator uses four exchange 
equations. 

• Home Fore 1 (Home cur- 
rency into a Foreign currency) 

• Home Fore 2 (Home cur- 
rency into another Foreign 
currency) 

• EURO Home (European cur- 
rency into Home currency) 

• EURO Fore (European cur- 
rency into a Foreign currency) 
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Follow these steps to set the ex- 
change rate. 


1. Repeatedly press MODE until 
*CURRENCY* appears, then 
press ENTER. 


2. Repeatedly press or ▼ 
to select the currency equa- 
tion under which you want to 
store the exchange rate. 


3. Press EDIT and then enter the 
exchange rate. 

For example, if you are travel- 
ing in France, and the 
exchange rate is $1 equals 5F, 
enter 5. 
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4. Press ENTER to store your set- 
ting. 


Converting Currency 

After you set the exchange rate, 
follow these steps to convert cur- 
rency. 

1. Repeatedly press MODE until 
you see *CURRENCY*, then 
press ENTER. 

2. Repeatedly press or ▼ to 
select the currency pair you 
want to convert. 
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3. Enter the amount of the cur- 
rency you want to convert. 

4. Press ►. The converted cur- 
rency amount appears on the 
display. 


5. To reverse the conversion 
using the same exchange 
rate, press i. 


For example, if you want to 
convert $4.50 into Francs, 
enter 4 . 5 , then press ►. 22.5 
appears. Press 4.5 

appears.

CONVERSIONS 

The translator can convert be- 
tween the following units of mea- 
surement: 

• degrees Celsius to degrees 
Fahrenheit 

• square centimeters to square 
inches 

• square meters to square feet 

• inches to centimeters 


feet to meters 
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• miles to kilometers 

• ounces to grams 

• pounds to kilograms 

• fluid ounces to milliliters 

• gallons to liters 

Follow these steps to perform met- 
ric conversions. 

1. Repeatedly press MODE until 
*METRIC* appears, then 
press ENTER. 

2. Repeatedly press or ▼ to 
select the units to be con- 
verted. 
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3. Enter the number you want to 
convert. 


4. Press ^ or ► to select the 
direction of the conversion. 
The converted number 
appears. 


For example, if you want to 
convert 2.54 cm to inches, 
press -^or^ to select Inch 
-> cm. Then enter 2.54 and 
press 4 . Then 1 appears. 


Note: To display a temperature be- 
low 0° Celsius or Fahrenheit (a 
negative value), enter the number 
first, then press N/+/-. 
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CARE 


To enjoy your Four-Language 
Translator for a long time: 


• Keep the translator dry. If it 
gets wet, wipe it dry immedi- 
ately. 


Use and store the translator 
only in normal temperature 
environments. 

Handle the translator gently 
and carefully. Do not drop it. 


• Keep the translator away from 
dust and dirt. 
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• Wipe the translator with a 
damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the 
translator’s internal components 
can cause a malfunction and inval- 
idate its warranty. If your translator 
is not performing as it should, take 
it to your local RadioShack store 
for assistance. 




REPLACING THE 
BATTERIES 

Your translator comes with one 
CR2032 lithium battery for power. 
When the display dims or the 
translator does not operate proper- 
ly, replace the battery with a fresh 
lithium battery. For the best perfor- 
mance and longest life, we recom- 
mend a RadioShack lithium 
battery. 
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Warnings: 

• Keep button-cell batteries 
away from children. Swallow- 
ing a button-cell battery could 
be fatal. 

• Dispose of an old battery 
promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury it. 

Cautions: 

• Use only a fresh battery of the 
required size and recom- 
mended type. 
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• If you do not plan to use the 
translator for about a month, 
remove the battery. Batteries 
can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 


Note: To avoid memory loss, re- 
place the battery within 1 minute. 


Follow these steps to replace the 
battery. 
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1. Press ON/OFF (if necessary) 
to turn off the translator. 

2. Slide the battery compart- 
ment cover off in the direction 
of the arrow. 

3. Remove the old battery and 
replace it with the new one, 
positive (+) side up. 

Note: If you do not replace the 
battery within 1 minute, 
RESET? (Y/N) appears. 
Press Y to delete all memory. 
Otherwise, press N. (You will 
need to reset the time, date, 
and alarm settings.) 
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4. Replace the cover. 

Warning: To avoid risk of explo- 
sion, do not recharge, open, or 
heat a lithium battery or dispose of 
it in fire. 


If the translator does not operate 
when you press its buttons, follow 
these steps to reset it. 



RESETTING THE 
TRANSLATOR 



RESET 
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1 . Use a pointed object, such as 
a straightened paper clip, to 
press RESET on the back of 
the translator. 


2. RESET? (Y/N) appears. 
Press Y to reset the translator 
and clear all memory; other- 
wise, press N. 


3. The time display appears. 
Reset the date, time, and 
alarm settings as desired.
